Stormy weekend culminates in heavy 
flooding and widespread damage

After heavy rains on Friday evening and showers during the day Saturday, residents along the Ohio River received flash 
flood warnings on their TVs, weather radios, and smart phones. Even with these alerts, some residents found themselves 
unprepared when the streams, creeks and rivers around them swelled and came out of their banks. In Bracken and Mason 
Counties, Augusta, Dover, and Maysville were hardest hit as was the city of Flemingsburg in Fleming County. The damage 
in Bracken County consisted mostly of flooding in basements and low lying areas, and the docks were pulled free at the 
Augusta Boat Dock leaving approximately 20 boats floating unmanned along the river. Only one boat made it to the Meldahl 
Dam and thanks to quick thinking observant workers, it was recovered and contained until the owners could retrieve it. 
All other boats were also recovered most with minor to no damage. At least one home was destroyed as the mobile home 
of Delmar Nickoson on the Augusta-Minerva Road was moved during the rising waters of Bracken Creek and thrown 
into trees causing it to break apart with Mr. Nickoson inside. Neighbors discovered the aftermath on Sunday morning, 
July 23rd, when a large manhunt was began in hopes of finding him close by. Unfortunately, Mr. Nickoson was not found 
Sunday and the search and rescue efforts halted at dark and resumed on Monday morning. Rescuers searched until dark on 
Monday. When efforts started again on Tuesday, it was realized Mr. Nickoson would probably not be found alive and the 
search became a recovery effort. At the time of press on Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Nickoson had not been located. 

Residents and visitors are reminded to exercise caution when handling debris during the cleanup efforts around their 
homes, businesses and adjacent properties.

Medicaid cuts hurt 
rural seniors and 
rural communities

Tucked within the text of 
both the House and Senate’s 
bills to repeal and replace 
the Affordable Care Act is 
language which seeks to fun¬ 
damentally change the Med¬ 
icaid program. While the 
enactment of this legislation 
is unknown, the principle 
remains, and rural seniors 
would be hurt. 

For rural states and re¬ 
gions that already encounter 
the health care challenges 
of an older, poorer and less 
healthy population, Medic¬ 


aid allows access to care to 
remain for even those who 
are not enrolled under the 
entitlement. 

In our nation’s rural ar¬ 
eas, 15 percent of residents 
over the age of 65 are on 
Medicaid. Yet, 36 percent of 
total Medicaid expenditures 
pay for costs accrued by 
Medicare beneficiaries over 
the age of 65. Of this Med¬ 
icaid spending for seniors, 
a significant portion covers 
long-term care costs - three 
in five nursing home resi¬ 
dents. 

Remove Medicaid from 
the payer source for rural 
seniors and entire communi¬ 
ties are left to suffer. Nurs¬ 
ing homes not only provide 


care to seniors but are major 
employers in rural communi¬ 
ties. Without Medicaid reim¬ 
bursements to cover the costs 
of care, closures and accom¬ 
panying job losses would be¬ 
come yet another casualty of 
Medicaid cuts. 

While the reliance upon 
Medicaid reimbursements 
to keep the doors of nursing 
homes open is not ideal, it is 
a reality for rural communi¬ 
ties. Before Congress makes 
sweeping changes to Medic¬ 
aid, senators and representa¬ 
tives need to step back and 
acknowledge the broader 
costs that will be paid just 
outside of the city limits.

Schools 2017-2018 
School Year Info 

The Bracken County 
School System will begin 
the 2017-2018 school year 
on August 8, 2017. This 
will be opening day for 
teachers only. Students 
will begin on Thursday. 

August 10. If you are new 
in the district and have 
not registered your child, 
please contact the school 
to schedule an appointment 
by calling between 8:00 
a.m. and 3:00 p.m. prior to 
August 10 (Taylor Elemen¬ 
tary 735-2169, Bracken 
County Middle School 
735-3425, Bracken County 
High School 735-3153). 
School begins at 7:45 a.m. 
at Bracken County High 
School, 7:50 a.m. at Brack¬ 
en County Middle School, 
and 8:00 a.m. at Taylor El¬ 
ementary. 

In Kentucky, under 
state law, all children must 
be enrolled in school be¬ 
tween the ages of 6 and 18. 
Children can enter primary 
school at age 5, but only 
if their 5th birthday is on 
or before August 1 of the 
current school year. So, a 
4-year-old who will turn 5 
by August 1 can enroll in 
primary school. 

Parents of students who 
may be eligible for home- 
bound instruction should 
pick up a form at the Su¬ 
perintendent’s Office, get it 
signed by a physician, and 
return it to the Superinten¬ 
dent’s Office for eligibility 
in the program. 

When registering your 
child for school, each child 
shall have on file: 

• a legal birth certifi¬ 
cate or other reliable proof 
of age and identification 

• a Kentucky certifi¬ 
cate of immunization 

• proof of a preven¬ 
tative health care examina¬ 
tion conducted within one 
year prior to initial entry 
into the school program and 
another preventative health 
care examination within 
one year prior to entry into 
the 6th grade 

• proof of an eye exam¬ 
ination by an optometrist 
or ophthalmologist, docu¬ 
mented on the Kentucky 
School Eye Exam Form 

• beginning with the 
2010-11 school year, proof 
of a dental screening or 
examination by a dentist, 
dental hygienist, physician, 
registered nurse, advanced 
registered nurse practitio¬ 
ner or physician assistant, 
documented on the Ken¬ 
tucky Dental Screening 
Form (This form must be 
presented to the school no 
later than January 1 of the 
first year that a 5- or 6-year- 
old child is enrolled.

Thinking ahead to 
fall hunting in the 
heat of summer 

Fall can seem like an 
eternity away when the heat 
index soars into the triple 
digits and air eonditioners 
must work overtime to meet 
unrelenting demand. 

The arrival of the new 
Kentueky Hunting and 
Trapping Guide from the 
Kentueky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resoure- 
es provides a eomforting 
reassuranee that summer 
is marehing eloser to fall. 
The free guide ships to out¬ 
lets that sell lieenses and 
permits, but it also ean be 
viewed and downloaded 
from Kentueky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website at fw.ky. 
gov. 

A valuable resouree for 
anyone who plans to partiei- 
pate in fall hunting seasons, 
the annual publieation lists 
season dates and summariz¬ 
es rules and regulations for 
deer, elk, bear, turkey, small 
game, furbearers and other 
speeies. It also provides in¬ 
formation about lieensing 
and permit requirements, 
youth hunting, quota hunts, 
publie lands hunting and 
mueh more. 

Changes sinee last year 
also are highlighted in the 
guide. There are several to 
note this year, ineluding new 
or expanded hunting oppor¬ 
tunities on wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas (WMAs) and 
state parks. An addendum 
to the bear hunting seetion 
of the guide is fortheoming. 
It will be available on the 
department’s website or by 
ealling the department at 1- 
800-858-1549. 

In addition to brushing 
up on the latest information, 
this also is a good time to 
start laying the groundwork 
for a safe and sueeessful 
season. 

Trail eameras have 
beeome a valued tool for 
many hunters. Derek Beard 
reeently put up trail eameras 
on land he plans to hunt this 
fall in an effort to pattern 
deer before arehery season, 
whieh this year opens Sept. 
2 aeross the state. 

“Trail eameras will give 
you an idea about what’s 
there,” said Beard, Blue- 
grass Wildlife Region eo- 
ordinator for Kentueky Fish 
and Wildlife. “I look for a 
high megapixel eameras 
and this time of year I like 
my flash eameras. They’re 
older trail eameras, but I 
like a eolored nighttime 
pieture beeause it helps me 
identify those deer a lot bet¬ 
ter and get a better idea of 
what they look like.” 

Tree stands ean offer 
hunters an advantage in the 
woods, but safety should al¬ 
ways be foremost in mind 
when utilizing one. 

Whether a stand has 
been left out in the elements 
sinee last year or is new 
from the box, it should be 
thoroughly inspeeted. Re- 
plaee any damaged tethers, 
straps and lines. It’s also 
wise to inspeet safety har¬ 
nesses and ensure they fit

properly. 

If hanging a stand, piek 
a live tree that is relatively 
straight. Gabe Jenkins eon- 
siders a few things before 
ehoosing a stand loeation. 

“I want it elose to where 
I’m expeeting deer to be,” 
said Jenkins, the deer and 
elk program eoordinator for 
Kentueky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. “Another eonsideration 
is what type of weapon that 
I plan to be using in that 
tree stand, whether it’s an 
arehery setup or firearms or 
both. And aeeessibility.” 

Something else to keep 
in mind: the invasive em¬ 
erald ash borer has ravaged 
ash trees in reeent years. 
While forest floors are lit¬ 
tered with broken and shat¬ 
tered ash trees and their 
limbs, many dead ash trees 


are still standing. 

“You need to really pay 
attention to the kind of tree 
you’re putting your stands 
in,” Jenkins said. “Espe- 
eially in the Bluegrass, the 
dominant tree speeies ean 
be ash. You do not want to 
put your stand in a dead ash 
tree or in elose proximity to 
one.” 

Now is a good time to 
beat the fall rush and pre¬ 
register for hunter eduea- 
tion eourses. Hunters who 
are not lieense exempt and 
were born after Jan. 1, 1975 
must earry a valid hunter 
edueation eard or hunter 
edueation exemption permit 
while hunting. Hunter edu¬ 
eation eards are obtained by 
eompleting a hunter edu¬ 
eation eourse. Courses are 
offered in person through¬ 


out the state, online or on a 
CD-ROM. Register online 
through the department’s 
website. 

While there, explore all 
that it has to offer. Find a 
plaee to hunt with the WMA 
and Publie Lands seareh or 
publie shooting ranges. Buy 
lieenses or permits. Consid¬ 
er subseribing to Kentueky 
Afield magazine, Kentueky 
Fish and Wildlife’s award¬ 
winning publieation. The 
upeoming fall issue will 
explore grouse restoration 
efforts, profile hunters who 
harvested some of Ken- 
tueky’s most impressive 
bueks last year and preview 
fall hunting opportunities. 

The hottest months of 
summer are upon us, but 
it’s never too early to start 
thinking about fall.

Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriff’s Tax 
Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the Bracken County Sheriff on the basis of 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the taxes charged, credited, and paid of the Bracken County Sheriff, for 
the period April 16, 2015 through April 15, 2016. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 16, 2015 through April 15, 2016 of the Bracken County Sheriff, in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated May 16, 2017, on our consideration of the 
Bracken County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of 
internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government 
Auditing Standards in considering the Bracken County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting and compliance.
